funeral •will be held in Prague 
Thursday -for- Klement Gottwald, 
President-dictator of Communist 
Czechoslovakia, who died sudden- 
ly on Saturday. 


The Czech radio announced last 


night that all work will halt 
throughout Czechoslovakia for the 
opening five minutes of the ser- 
vices. 
Before the funeral, the 


56-year-old Red chief will lie in 
state in the Spanish Hall in 
Prague Castle. 


'The national observance for 


Gottwald will be a small-scale ver- 
sion of the elaborate Russian ob- 
servance last week for his Com- 
munist comrade, Joseph Stalin. 


Gottwald's place of burial was 


not announced. 


Nor was there any announce- 


ment of the successor to Gott- 
wald's dictatorial control over the 
Czech government, the all-power- 
ful Communist party and the ar- 
my and police. 


Swift New Sabres Are 


Flown to Wiesbaden 


Wiesbaden, 
Germany, 
(JP)— 


The U. S. Air Force today braced 
itself against the threat of Com- 
munist air attacks by bringing in- 
to Germany "a number" of swift 
new F86 Sabre jet planes from 
England. 


The arrival of the Sabres for 


the first time gives the U. S. Air 
Force in Germany a plane which 
can fight on even terms against 
the fast Soviet MIG-15s which 
made last week's attacks. 


Previously only the older, slow- 


er F-84 Thunderjets were based in 
Germany. 
The Air Force an- 


nounced last week that 25 Sabres 
will come to Germany "very soon" 
to start a planned program of re- 
placing all the Thunderjets here 
with Sabres. 


But today's announcement indi- 


cated the Air Force decided not to 
wait until these jets could arrive 
from the United States.

In connection with an announce- 
ment naming a new college under 
Jewish auspices as the Albert Ein- 
stein College of Medicine. 


Einstein, who was 74 Saturday,

vania House had stood vacant for 
a number of years, Mike Kight- 
linger purchased it, tore it down 
and built himself a home at the

Hog 
Hollow 


which replaced his former home 
that had been razed by fire. 


The interesting story that fol- 


lows was related to me by Clifford 
Myers, a well known gentleman 
residing in- Tidioute, who enjoys 
a wide circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances and a persona1 friend 
of mine since boyhood. He accom- 
panied Mr. Kightlinger on the ex- 
citing last trip to the trap and 
was also closely identified with the 
related following events. 


Mike Kightlinger had long har-

he was about to engage in. 


A chain and a couple ropes 


were brought up from his home, 
after which Mike learned that Cliff 
entertained no desire to partake in 
the anticipated struggle. So he 
cautiously maintained a safe dis- 
tance where, -with the use of a long 
spring pole he1 released the door, 
and as the bear came out Mike 


i tackled him. A mighty rough and 


I tumble battle ensued, in which he 
lost a good share of his clothes. 
His hand was badly bitten and he 
sustained many clawings 'from 
which blood trickled in an alarm- 
ing manner.

ford to Oil City. A large crowd 
had assembled to see the two ex- 
ponents of the pugilistic art, but 
when Warren was reached both 


were 
soundly 
sleeping 
with 


thoughts of maddening crowds and 
squared circles far 
from 
their 


minds. However, sleeping or wak- 
ing, the Warren crowd was bound 
to see them and boarded the train 
and gazed at the sleeping beau- 
ties. Both are large men and fronr 
the amount of jewelry displayed 
by Champion Jeffries he believes 
in showing that he can gather 
large piles of coin by his husky 
punches. It was some little time 
before the passengers southward 
bound were able to get 
on the 


train, owing to the crowd. 


Apparently the gladiators fail-

Stalin News Caught American 
Propaganda Forces Off

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Russian Premier Stalin's death has 
** given, the United States one of the best opportunities it has ever 
had for waging its cold war of words against communism. 


•'While the Russians are confused and off balance, the Eisenhower 


administration has its big chance to stride effective blows for its 
new and more dynamic foreign policy. 


This first test, however, found the psychological warfare forces 


not fully prepared for action. A lot of big and little shots were 
routed out of bed in the middle of the night. There was a lot of 
strategy conferring by the dawn's early light. 


What came out, however, was neither new, dynamic nor aggressive. 


President Eisenhower's own statement was in the best taste—a mild 
expression of sympathy for the1 Soviet people. 


A violent call upon the Soviet and satellite peoples to throw off 


their yoke of communism might have been in keeping with some 
of the political campaign speeches made by his supporters. 


A statement of that kind from the head of the United States gov- 


ernment would have been the wrong thing. At the correct moment 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, the author of this new policy, 
and all other State Department officials were therefore silent. 
T\OWN at the working staff level of department heads and bureau 


chiefs, there were just as many conferences about what to do as 
there were at the top. 


From one planning staff came a conclusion that this was a big 


opportunity. Here was the chance to throw at the Communist world 
all the proposed settlements of differences in a new peace drive. 


It might include: The plan for international control of atomic 


energy and the world limitation of armaments; the late Sen. Brien 
McMahon's 1950 resolution for a five-year, $50-billion Marshall 
Plan in exchange for disarmament and guarantees of peace; con- 
clusion of the Austrian peace treaty; conclusion of a Korean peace 
treaty; unification of Germany; an end to the cold war, 


The answer came back that it was an interesting idea. But it would 
not be adopted. Not just yet, anyway. 


At the end of the day on which the Stalin news broke, a policy 


guidance memo was issue to the HA—the State Department's In- 
ternational Information Administration, It said that the' writers 
for the Voice of America and other media were to play the * news 
straight, and not to speculate. 


TITEANTIME, in New York, the people who have to get out the 
x Voice of America script and those who issue the "wireless" 
news bulletin from Washington had to produce copy. 


Here are a couple of highly condensed excerpts of the newscast 
beamed behind the Iron Curtain: 


'"Good evening. This is the Voice of America. 
With the an- 


nouncement that Stalin lies near death, the upper crust of the 
Stalinist regime in the satellite countries is on tenterhooks. 
These 


gentlemen don't know right this minute if their goose is cooked . . . 
or marked for the oven at some future date. . . . 


"In the final analysis, the only ones who can win In such a situa- 


tion are the people. Stalin dies, and they win. Molotov refuses 
to support Gottwald and they win; Malenkov throws out Rakosi 
and they win. . . . For them the great struggle for power begins in 
the heart of the Kremlin. The jackals must lose—and the people 
must win." 


There was more of this, spreading* doubt but encouragement, with 


this conclusion: "And now, this is the Voice of America saying 
goodby. Play the cards cautiously now. Remember you arc not 
alone. Remember that together, we hold the winning-hand.*
